Rainfall is virtually non- 
existent but they have har- 
nessed a wedi which comes 
down in spate perhaps three 
times a year.

country when there is trouble 
with the peasants, and. has 
just been rapped over the 
knuckles himself — not for 
the frst time. od 


The third category consists 
of good Stalinists who have 
enly lately achieved the Polit- 
buro, after plugging away for 
many years at making Stalin's 
Russie. Here we find Khru- 
chev, Party Secretary for 
he Ukraine: Shvernik, who 
succeeded Kalinin as Chasir- 
man of the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet; and Builganin, 
an able politician and crgami- 
zer who is younger than the 


the 
younger men who have risen 
to power inside Stalin's ma- 
chine and owe everything 
to it. 

They have all achieved the 
Politburo since 1939. Two of 
them, Georgi Malenkoy and 
Lavrenti -Beria, are elready 
more important than all their 
seniors, except perhaps Mo- 
lotov. Malenkov has the Party, 
and Beria the Police. They 
appear. to be on good terms 
and could easily make them- 
selves supreme when Stalin 
goes. 

Ranged against one another, 
they could bring the Soviet 
Union down in ruins. Nobody 
knows what they will do, or 
whether they will work in 
hermony with Molotov. But 
Malenkov’s record suggests 
that he will be kept from the 
ultimate leadership of Russia 
only by death or revolution. 

There is only one other 
known member of the Polit- 
buro today — rvgh = the
